PAINTSVILLE - A Johnson 
County man who filed paperwork 
in March declaring his intention 
to run for sheriff next year was 
arraigned Monday on drug-relat- 
ed offenses and is scheduled for a 



preliminary hearing today 
(Wednesday) in Johnson District 
Court. 

John Kline, 42, of West Van 
Lear, is charged with multiple 
trafficking-related offenses. 

Law enforcement officials 
arrested Kline Friday after an 
18-month investigation during 
which undercover drug purchases 



were made. According to a press 
release issued by the Johnson 
County Sheriff’s Office, the joint 
investigation was conducted by 
the sheriff’s office, Operation 
UNITE, Kentucky State Police 
and the Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms.

Floyd Co. 
attorney 
listed as 
missing

PRESTONSBURG - Kentucky 
State Police confirmed Tuesday that 
they are conducting an investigation 
into the disappearance of a Floyd 
County attorney who seems to have 
vanished without a trace. 

Clyde Johnson, 47, who is Mar- 
tin city attorney, president of the 
Floyd County Bar Association and 
an assistant football coach at Pres- 
tonsburg High School, has been 
missing for about two weeks, 
according to authorities. 

Kentucky State Police Post 9 
public information officer Shawn 
Fittle said Tuesday that he wasn’t 
completely sure when the case 
became an active investigation into 
the disappearance but that Johnson

Man charged with striking 
Prestonsburg cruiser in pursuit

PRESTONSBURG - A preliminary hearing is 
scheduled July 17 in Floyd District Court for Jeffrey 
Blackburn, the son of Floyd County Sheriff John K. 
Blackburn, who was arrested June 29 after allegedly 
being involved in an assault and then striking a 
cruiser while trying to avoid arrest. 

According to the police report, Prestonsburg 
police officer Brian Prater was responding to a com- 
plaint of an alleged assault in which the man respon- 



sible fled in a dark colored S-10 toward Ky. 114. 

Prater said in the report that he met up with the 
vehicle matching the description at the intersection 
of Ky. 114, and the vehicle pulled out going east, 
disregarding the stop sign. 

Prater said in the report that he activated his 
emergency equipment and caught up with the vehi- 
cle just before reaching the mouth of Spurlock and 
that Blackburn briefly accelerated and Prater 
slammed on his brakes to avoid striking the vehicle

Accused 
robber 
back in 
state

LOUISA — A Lawrence County 
man charged with robbing the Inez 
Deposit Bank in Louisa June 14, 
making off with approximately 
$6,300 in cash, was extradited from 
West Virginia Friday and is sched- 
uled for a preliminary hearing today 
(Wednesday) in Lawrence District 
Court. 

James G. Stepp, 33, is charged 
with second-degree robbery and was 
apprehended by Charleston, W.Va., 
authorities shortly after his identity 
was released. 

Kentucky State Police Public 
Information Officer Mike Murriell 
said in a news release that they were 
able to identify Stepp through the 
course of conducting interviews. 

Murriell also said Stepp is from 
the Rt. 1690 area of Lawrence 
County. 

None of the money taken during 
the robbery was recovered after his 
arrest, according to authorities. 

According to the original news 
release issued following the robbery, 
Stepp didn’t brandish a weapon but 
produced a note at approximately 
2:55 p.m. June 14 asking an Inez 
Deposit Bank teller to give him 
money. 

Stepp obtained an undisclosed

Meth found near Paintsville pool

PAINTSVILLE — A Johnson County man 
arrested July 2 on drug-related offenses in con- 
nection with methamphetamine found near the 
Paintsville city pool is scheduled for a prelimi- 
nary hearing in Johnson District Court today 
(Wednesday). 

Charles A. Collier, 35, of Sitka, is charged 
with public intoxication, third-degree criminal 
trespass and complicity to manufacture meth- 
amphetamine. 

According to the arrest report, Collier was 
arrested by Paintsville police officer P.D. Wit- 
ten, who responded to a complaint through dis- 
patch of a bottle under the front porch of a resi- 
dence along 7th Street, across from the city 
swimming pool, with an unknown substance in 



it. 

Upon his arrival, Witten observed the plastic 
bottle with what appeared to be active metham- 
phetamine with lithium, salt and Coleman fuel, 
the report said. 

Collier told Witten that he had the “meth 
cook bottle” in his possession and that he placed 
the item on the property so he could pick it up 
later, according to the report. 

Collier also told the officer that he had been 
smoking marijuana earlier, and Witten noted in 
the report that Collier had fixed pupils and 
slurred speech. 

Witten also said in the report that the prop- 
erty owner said Collier had no right to be on the 
property. 

Collier was walking in the roadway when 
officers arrived, the report said. 

Collier was lodged in the Big Sandy Region- 
al Detention Center in Johnson County.

PSC hearing today

FRANKFORT — Ken- 
tucky Power filed a stipu- 
lation and settlement 
agreement with the Ken- 
tucky Public Service Com- 
mission July 2 after it was 
accepted by two of three 
groups intervening in the 
asset transfer case filed by 
the company in December 
2012. 

The PSC will hold a 
hearing today (Wednes- 
day) to decide whether or 
not to authorize the trans- 
fer of 50 percent owner- 
ship of two power generat- 
ing units from AEP Ohio’s 
Mitchell Power Plant to 
provide service when the 
Big Sandy Unit 2 is retired 
in 2015. 

The hearing will also 
address a memorandum of 
understanding with the 
Sierra Club and others that 
AEP officials say is an 
effort to comply with envi- 
ronmental regulations but 
that will also reduce the 
cost of electricity to cus- 
tomers . 

A press release issued 
by Kentucky Power July 2 
said the settlement agree- 
ment establishes the basis 
for transferring the Mitch- 
ell assets onto Kentucky 
Power’s books, outlines a 
recovery plan for the total 
investment in the assets, 
addresses future environ- 
mental compliance for 
Kentucky Power’s Big 
Sandy Power Plant located 
near Louisa and outlines 
various initiatives to help 
Lawrence County and bor- 
dering counties after the 
retirement of Big Sandy 
Unit 2, which is scheduled 
for 2015. 

Kentucky Power said in 
the release that the Sierra 
Club and Kentucky indus- 
trial Utilities customers 
have both accepted the 
agreement but that Attor- 



ney General Jack Conway 
has not agreed. 

The agreement would 
establish an asset transfer 
rider to become effective 
Jan. 1, 2014, to collect $44 
million annually to recover 
a portion of the investment 
in the Mitchell assets. 

Kentucky Power filed a 
base rate case June 28 , but 
according to its latest press 
release will file one in late 
2014, with rates to become 
effective in mid-2015 to 
remove Big Sandy Unit 2 
and the Big Sandy Unit 1 
coal-related facilities from 
rates to allow for the recov- 
ery of the remaining por- 
tion of Mitchell Assets if 
the PSC agrees to approve 
the settlement agreement. 

Kentucky Power said in 
its previous release that if 
the base rate case filed 
June 28 is approved by the 
PSC, a typical residential 
customer using 1 ,374 kilo- 
watt hours of electricity 
per month would rise from 
the current price of $ 1 1 9 .69 
to $156.93, at an increase 
of 31 percent. But if the 
two mitigation measures 
also being considered are 
approved, the same cus- 
tomer would see a bill 
increase from $119.69 per 
month to $143.62, with the 
increase taking effect Jan. 
1, 2014, the release said. 

The latest release says 
the new settlement agree- 
ment would result in an 
estimated over increase of 
less than 8 percent on resi- 
dential customers’ bills 
and that a residential cus- 
tomer using an average of 
1,374 kilowatt hours per 
month would see an 
increase on their bills of 
approximately $10 more. 

“Kentucky Power is 
pleased to reach terms of 
this Settlement Agreement 
with two of the three inter- 
vening parties in this case. 
We hope the Commission 
will review this filing and

agree that it is in the best 
interest of our ratepayers,” 
Kentucky Power President 
and Chief Operating Offi- 
cer Greg Pauley said in the 
release. “It definitely pres- 
ents a more affordable way 
forward for our customers 
and allows us to meet our 
environmental obligations . 
While it does represent an 
increase in customer’s 
rates of less than 8%, it is 
substantially less than the 
previous plan to install dry 
scrubbers.” 

In its latest release, 
Kentucky Power said that 
customers faced a 31 per- 
cent increase on their bill if 
they installed a dry scrub- 
ber system at Big Sandy 
Unit 2. But by using more 
recent kilowatt-hour sales 
information, the amount 
required to retrofit the Big 
Sandy Unit 2 with a dry 
scrubber only and without 
regard to other adjustments 
would have increased to 35 
percent today, the release 
said. 

As part of the settle- 
ment agreement, the com- 
pany also agrees to main- 
tain current base rates at 
least through May 31, 
2015; provide economic 
development support for 
Lawrence County, where 
the Big Sandy Plant is 
located, and surrounding 
Kentucky counties in the 
amount of $100,000 per 
year for five years, which 
cannot be recovered from 
ratepayers; help fund ener- 
gy management programs 
for schools and increase 
the amount it spends on 
demand side management 
(energy efficiency) pro- 
grams; and convert Big 
Sandy Unit 1 from coal- 
fired generation to natural 
gas-fired generation, pro- 
vided the cost of the con- 
version does not exceed 
approximately $60 million 
and is approved by the 
KPSC. 

The company also 
agreed to increase its 
Home Energy Assistance 
Program (HEAP) contribu- 
tion by 20 percent. Like 
Kentucky Power’s 

$100,000-per-year eco- 



nomic development contri- 
bution under the settle- 
ment, its increased contri- 
bution to HEAP is not 
recoverable from custom- 
ers. 

The agreement would 
permit Kentucky Power to 
record on its books the 
approximate $536 million 
associated with acquiring 
50 percent of the Mitchell 
Plant’s 770-megawatt Unit 
1 and 790- megawatt Unit 
2, for a total of 780 mega- 
watts, substantially replac- 
ing the Big Sandy Plant’s 
800-megawatt Unit 2. 

Both Mitchell units are 
equipped with advanced 
environmental controls , 
including flue gas desul- 
furization systems (FGD) 
or “scrubbers,” and meet 
all current EPA require- 
ments. The other 50 per- 
cent ownership in both 
units would be transferred 
to Appalachian Power 
Company (APCO), anoth- 
er AEP subsidiary, pending 
approval of APCO’s regu- 
latory authorities.

has since been entered into the 
National Crime Information 
Center (NCIC) as a missing 
person. 

“The officer assigned to 
the case, KSP Trooper Clifton 
Royal, is from the same area 
and familiar with him and I 
know that he was out Friday 
following up on some leads, 
but at this point I have not 
been notified of anything 
new,” Little said. “He is also 
being assisted by a detective. I 
am still waiting to hear from 
the officers.” 

A friend of Johnson, Pres- 
tonsburg attorney Ned Pillers- 
dorf, said he is doing all that 
he can to find him, including 
searching for an electronic 
signature, but as of Tuesday 
said he’s found nothing. 

“I hired a private detective 



to look for him,” Pillersdorf 
said. “It’s beyond comprehen- 
sion that he would go and 
make no contact with any of 
his family or friends in that 
time. The Kentucky State 
Police are looking for him. He 
took clothes, money and his 
favorite dog, and told his wife 
he would see her later, then 
told his secretary that he was 
going fishing. He doesn’t fish. 
He’s still trying to deal with 
the recent death of his mother 
and he’s been having financial 
problems. I don’t think he did 
anything to harm himself, but 
there’s been no word. There’s 
people going to every camp- 
ground in Kentucky looking 
for him.”

day and again Friday to coor- 
dinate the buy/bust sting oper- 
ation involving Kline, the 
release said. 

“Kline entered a local busi- 
ness on Friday, July 5, and 
sold 100 Oxycodone 30’s for 
approximately $3,000 cash to 
a confidential informant,” the 
release said. “After the trans- 
action, Kline exited the build- 
ing where he was confronted 
by law enforcement agents. 
An initial search of Kline 
revealed that he was armed, 
which enhances the charges of 
Trafficking in a Controlled 
Substance. Agents of the John- 
son County Sheriff’s Office 
had bought pills before from 
Kline while building their 
case, about 10 pills per pur- 
chase, which is enough to 
qualify each transaction as a 
felony.” 



When executed, a search 
warrant issued for Kline’s res- 
idence in West Van Lear 
resulted in the discovery of 
100 pills, $400 in cash, and 18 
firearms, which included 16 
pistols and two long guns, the 
release said. 

Kline is currently facing mul- 
tiple trafficking charges in feder- 
al court and is currently being 
held in the Big Sandy Regional 
Detention Center in lieu of a 
$50,000 cash-only bond. 

Price said on his Facebook 
page that Kline’s arrest will 
ensure thousands of pills will 
no longer be trafficked through 
Johnson County. 

“This was an 18-month 
investigation and one that we 
knew would put a mid-level 
dealer in jail,” Price said on 
his Facebook page. “Due to 
the number of felonies, this 



will become a Federal case. 
We will continue to arrest the 
drug dealers, the doctor shop- 
pers, the thieves and other 
criminal elements that reside 
in Johnson County. We have 
done a lot of good work thanks 
to community involvement 
and concerned citizens. 
Together, we’ll continue to 
work toward a safer Johnson 
County.” 

Price also urges anyone

Election records show that 
Kline filed a statement of can- 
didacy for the Democratic 
nomination for sheriff in the 
Johnson County Clerk’s 
Office on March 4.

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Feds temporarily 
shut Floyd mine 



ARLINGTON, Va. - A 
recent report says that federal 
mine inspectors temporarily 
closed a Floyd County mine in 
May due to various violations. 

The U.S. Department of 
Labor’s Mine Safety and 
Health Administration 
(MSHA) announced last week 
that federal inspectors issued 
186 citations and nine orders 
during special impact inspec- 
tions conducted at nine coal 
mines and five metal/nonmetal 
mines last month. 

The monthly inspections, 
which began in force in April 
2010 following the explosion 
at the Upper Big Branch Mine, 
involve mines that merit 
increased agency attention and 
enforcement due to their poor 
compliance history or particu- 
lar compliance concerns. 
These matters include high 
numbers of violations or clo- 
sure orders; frequent hazard 
complaints or hotline calls; 
plan compliance issues; inade- 
quate workplace examinations; 
a high number of accidents, 
injuries or illnesses; fatalities; 
adverse conditions such as 
increased methane liberation, 
faulty roof conditions and 
inadequate ventilation; and 
respirable dust. 

MSHA conducted an 
impact inspection during the 
May 8 evening shift at Tram 
Energy LLC #1 in Floyd 
County, during which inspec- 
tors issued 23 citations and six 
unwarrantable failure orders, 
according to the MSHA. These 
include mining without 
required dust controls in place, 
failure to conduct adequate 
belt examinations, damaged 



conveyor belt structure and 
accumulations of combustible 
materials. 

On May 21, an additional 
104(d)(2) order was issued for 
failure to conduct adequate 
examinations of the electrical 
mining equipment. As a result, 
the entire underground portion 
of the mine was shut down 
until May 30. 

The mine’s ventilation plan 
requires a minimum air veloc- 
ity of 4,000 cubic feet per 
minute where coal is being cut 
to direct dust away from min- 
ers, a press release said. MSHA 
found a coal-cutting machine 
operating with no air move- 
ment and no line curtain to 
control airflow, the release 
said, and visible float dust was 
observed suspended in the air. 
These conditions exposed min- 
ers to a “potential explosion 
and increased their risk of 
developing black lung and oth- 
er respiratory diseases,” the 
release said. 

The mine operator failed to 
conduct “adequate pre-shift 
examinations prior to permit- 
ting miners underground,” the 
release said. MSHA cited haz- 
ardous conditions that should 
have been recognized by an 
adequate examination, includ- 
ing missing cones to mark an 
intersection of rail track, fail- 
ure to maintain a refuge alter- 
native within 1 ,000 feet of the 
working face, no sign indicat- 
ing a door in the primary 
escapeway, and accumulations 
of combustible materials, 
according to the release. 

Combustible materials, 
including loose coal, coal, coal 
and float dust, and debris, were 



under and in the adjacent 
entries and crosscuts along the 
entire length of the #1 belt 
conveyor and on the roof, ribs, 
floor and electrical installa- 
tions along the #2 belt con- 
veyor for three crosscuts, the 
release said. Hazardous condi- 
tions on the #1 conveyor belt 
flight were neither recorded in 
the record book nor corrected, 
the release said. 

The mine has been cited 32 
times for similar violations 
over the past two years, 
according to the MSHA. Vio- 
lations also were issued per- 
taining to the mine’s approved 
emergency response plan, the 
press release said, and the 
communications and tracking 
system required to track the 
locations of miners in the event 
of a mine emergency was not 
functioning. 

“While statistics on com- 
pliance with regulations and 
fatality and injury rates show 
mine safety is moving in the 
right direction, not all mines 
are cooperating,” said Joseph 
A. Main, assistant secretary of 
labor for mine safety and 
health. “The conditions our 
inspectors observed at Tram 
Energy LLC #1 , which result- 
ed in the closure of the mine 
for more than three weeks, 
demonstrated a complete dis- 
regard for the health and safety 
of miners and for safe mining 
practices.” 

Since April 2010, MSHA 
has conducted 616 impact 
inspections and issued 10,483 
citations, 970 orders and 44 
safeguards.

Floyd County school 
superintendent Henry Webb 
said in a press release that the 
board voted at its June meet- 
ing to combine the two 
schools. 



Webb said the board was to 
be “commended as this com- 
bination can only impact stu- 
dent learning in a positive 
manner.” 

“We made this decision 
based on our belief that hav- 
ing one leadership team will 
increase efficiency in areas 
such as vertical articulation, 
use of facilities and the daily 
management of the school,” 
Webb said in the press release. 
“While there now will only be 
one South Floyd, students in 



6th- 8th grade will remain 
housed on the second floor, 
somewhat separate from high 
school students as they have 
always been.” 

Webb said site-based 
councils from South Floyd 
High and South Floyd Middle 
schools will be abolished and 
one new council will be 
formed. 

“However, staffing chang- 
es will be minimal and mainly 
revolve around modifications 
in roles,” Webb said.

Independent Auditor's Report 

Report on the Financial Statement 

We have audited the accompanying statement of revenues, expenditures, and excess fees - 
regulatory basis of the Sheriff of Lawrence County, Kentucky, for the year ended December 31, 
2012, and the related notes to the financial statement. 

Management's Responsibility for the Financial Statement 

Management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of the financial statement 
in accordance with accounting practices prescribed or permitted by the laws of Kentucky to 
demonstrate compliance with the Commonwealth of Kentucky's regulatory basis of account- 
ing as described in Note 1. Management is also responsible for the design, implementation, 
and maintenance of internal control relevant to the preparation and fair presentation of the 
financial statement that is free from material misstatement, whether due to fraud or error. 
Auditor's Responsibility 

Our responsibility is to express an opinion on the financial statement based on our audit. We 
conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United 
States of America, the standards applicable to financial audits contained in Government 
Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit 
Guide for County Fee Officials issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of 
Kentucky. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable 
assurance about whether the financial statement is free of material misstatement. 

An audit involves performing procedures to obtain audit evidence about the amounts and 
disclosures in the financial statement. The procedures selected depend on the auditor's judg- 
ment, including the assessment of the risks of material misstatement of the financial state- 
ment, whether due to fraud or error. In making those risk assessments, the auditor considers 
internal control relevant to the entity's preparation and fair presentation of the financial state- 
ment in order to design audit procedures that are appropriate in the circumstances, but not for 
the purpose of expressing an opinion on the effectiveness of the entity's internal control.

As described in Note 1 of the financial statement, the financial statement is prepared by the 
County Sheriff on the basis of the accounting practices prescribed or permitted by the laws of 
Kentucky to demonstrate compliance with the Commonwealth of Kentucky's regulatory basis 
of accounting, which is a basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America. 

The effects on the financial statement of the variances between the regulatory basis of account- 
ing described in Note 1 and accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of 
America, although not reasonably determinable, are presumed to be material. 

Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted Accounting Principles 

In our opinion, because of the significance of the matter discussed in the Basis for Adverse 
Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted Accounting Principles paragraph, the financial statement 
referred to above does not present fairly, in accordance with accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America, the financial position of each fund of the County 
Sheriff, as of December 31, 2012, or changes in financial position or cash flows thereof for the 
year then ended. 

Opinion on Regulatory Basis of Accounting 

In our opinion, the financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material aspects, 
the revenues, expenditures, and excess fees of the County Sheriff for the year ended December 
31, 2012, in accordance with the basis of accounting practices prescribed or permitted by the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky as described in Note 1. 

Other Reporting Required by Government Auditing Standards 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have also issued our report dated 
May 22, 2013 on our consideration of the Lawrence County Sheriff's internal control over 
financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, regula- 
tions, contracts and grant agreements, and other matters. The purpose of that report is solely 
to describe the scope of our testing of internal control over financial reporting and compliance 
and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the effectiveness of the 
Lawrence County Sheriff's internal control over financial reporting or compliance. This report 
is an integral part of an audit performed in accordance with Government Auditing Standards 
in considering the entity's internal control over financial reporting and compliance.

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5 tricks every 
computer 
user needs to 
know

In a perfect digital 
world, you could sit down 
at any computer or pick up 
any gadget and just use it. 
There wouldn’t be a learn- 
ing curve or workarounds. 
Unfortunately, that’s never 
going to happen. With all 
due respect to the late Mr. 
Jobs, even Apple products 
don’t always “just work.” 

Little problems and 
annoyances will pop up 
when you least expect it. 
That’s why I’ve rounded 
up these 5 tricks. Keep 
them in the back of your 
mind and they’ll get you 
out of the eventual jam. 

1. Retrieve a memory 
card from a CD slot 

Speaking of jams, let’s 
start with one of my favor- 
ites. Slot-loaded CD/DVD/ 
Blu-ray drives are sleek 
and stylish. Unfortunately, 
it’s easy to accidentally 
jam non-disc items in 
there. 

One of the most com- 
mon objects is SD memory 
cards. This happens fre- 
quently for iMac users. 
After all, the DVD and 
memory card slots are right 
next to each other. How- 
ever, it can happen with 
CompactFlash slots as 
well. And I’m sure some- 
one’s put a microSD card 
in an SD card slot. 

The big question is how 
you get the card back out. 
In some cases, with the 
power off tweezers work 
just fine. However, with a 
slot-loaded CD drive, you 
don’t have the room. 

Instead, use non-corru- 
gated cardboard. Cut it into 
the shape of an “L” and put 
the short end into the slot. 
Rotate the L so the short 
end gets behind the card, 
and then pull. Simple! 

2. Recover photos from 
a damaged card 

While we’re on the sub- 
ject of SD cards, let’s talk 
about photos. A new, high- 
capacity SD card - smaller 
than a postage stamp - can 
hold thousands and thou- 
sands of photos. It’s a pho- 
tographer’s dream! 

Of course, if the card 
breaks, it becomes a pho- 
tographer’s nightmare. 
That’s why I recommend 
taking a number of smaller 
SD cards on a trip. If one 
breaks or gets lost, you 
haven’t lost as many pho- 
tos. 

Then there are times 
when a memory card just 
goes haywire. You put it in 
the computer and it shows 
up blank, it’s corrupt or 
just missing files. 

If your card reader isn’t 
broken and the card isn’t 
externally damaged, you 
have a bad card. But hope 
is not lost. 

Grab a free photo 
recovery program. Zero 
Assumption Recovery and 
Recuva are two good ones. 

Tip inside of a tip: 
These free file recover pro- 
grams find hidden or delet- 
ed items on memory cards . 
You can use them to recov- 
er files on flash drives and 
hard drives as well. 

After a scan, you might 
see your photos and other 
missing files. When you 
recover the files, be sure to 
save them to your hard 
drive. Don’t try to save 
them to the memory card! 

Not only is the card 
dying, you’ll overwrite the 
files you’re trying to 
recover. Trust me; it 
doesn’t end well. 

3. Zoom in on websites 
quickly 

You bought a new com- 
puter and it came with a 
big high-resolution moni- 
tor. Now the text on your 
favorite websites is way 
too small! 

Fortunately, your 
browser has zoom short- 
cuts. In every major brows- 
er, pressing Control in 
Windows (Command for 
Macs) and then tapping the

Cancer survivor reflects 
on lessons learned

PRESTONSBURG - It 
has been nearly 20 years since 
Annie Rosenberg-Sattich 
lived in Prestonsburg and 
attended the local community 
college, but it was those early 
years that provided her with 
the foundation - both personal 
and professional - that would 
serve her well as she experi- 
enced life’s challenges and 
successes. 

Rosenberg-Sattich became 
a resident of Prestonsburg 
when she was adopted as an 
infant by Jean and John 
Rosenberg, well-known com- 
munity organizers and activ- 
ists. She progressed through 
childhood but stumbled in 
high school when she found 
she needed a different learn- 
ing environment that would 
offer smaller classes and more 
individualized attention. She 
found such an environment at 
The David School and again 
at Prestonsburg Community 
College, now Big Sandy 
Community and Technical 
College. 

The community college 
enabled her to focus in on the 
classes that really interested 
her, and she immersed herself 
as much as possible in early 
childhood education and psy- 
chology classes. There, she 
encountered two teachers who 
would significantly impact 
her life, Debra Massengale 
and Dr. Bill Loftus. 

Both of those teachers 
“were of a caliber that no one 
ever exceeded, even through- 
out graduate school,” Rosen- 
berg-Sattich noted. “They 
gave me my foundation.” 

To this day she still has a 
small plaque Massengale gave 
her for graduation that con- 
tained a statement about tak- 
ing the road less traveled. 

After graduating from the 
community college, Rosen- 
berg-Sattich transferred to 
Morehead State University, 
where she completed a bach- 
elor’s degree in psychology 
before transferring on to the 
University of Louisville and 
the Kent School of Social 
Work, where she obtained a 
master’s degree. 

Louisville would then 
become her home as she 
secured a position with Louis- 
ville Diversified Services, 
which offered vocational ser- 
vices and visual and perform- 
ing arts programs for adults 
with disabilities. For five 
years she served as program 
director and then another 
eight as president. 

Rosenberg-Sattich was on 
top of the world. She had met 
and married her husband, 
Steve Sattich, a driver for the 
Yellow Roadway Corpora- 
tion, and was president of an 
organization that made a dif- 
ference in people’s lives. 
Everything was perfect and 
then, suddenly, it wasn’t. 

In spring 2010, at the age 
of 36, Rosenberg-Sattich 
found a spot on her breast. As 
a healthy young woman, she 
didn’t think too much about it 
and didn’t even get in to see 
her doctor for a few months to 
check it out. Her doctor 
wasn’t terribly alarmed either, 
but the spot just kept getting

bigger, so some tests were 
ordered. 

Rosenberg-Sattich was 
diagnosed with an invasive, 
aggressive breast cancer in 
what she described as a “nee- 
dle off the record moment.” 

“We think in the future all 
the time,” Rosenberg-Sattich 
noted, and then you get a 
diagnosis like this and “every- 
thing in the future blanks out 
and you are faced with some- 
thing that you’re not experi- 
enced with. “ 

“Professionally, I knew 
how to run an organization, 
raise money, and work with a 
board,” Rosenberg-Sattich 
said, “but then you get a can- 
cer diagnosis and initially you 
just feel uncertain and help- 
less.” 

Due to her young age and 
the aggressiveness of the can- 
cer, she had to go through an 
equally aggressive year’s 
worth of treatment that 
included radiation, chemo- 
therapy and surgery. 

Cancer free for three years 
now, Rosenberg-Sattich has 
had a chance to reflect upon 
that difficult time in her life 
and the lessons learned. 

“I have to say that the 
experience was a turning 
point for me as an individual 
and really gave me the oppor- 
tunity to look at things and see 
things I wouldn’t have noticed 
and to learn a lesson I 
wouldn’t have thought of,” 
she said. 

“I look at cancer like a 
teacher and one of the things 
that it taught me was getting 
back to myself and being 
more of who I truly am and 
not wasting time. I wouldn’t 
have had that sort of awaken- 
ing if it hadn’t been for the 
experience,” she said. “I’m 
grateful for what it taught 
me.” 

Today, Rosenberg-Sattich 
works with children and 
adults as a therapist at a com- 
munity mental health center. 
“I’m better able to go with the 
flow,” she said, and expresses 
an interest in adding a teach- 
ing element to her profession- 
al life where she can offer 
wellness workshops and les- 
sons on mind-body connec- 
tions. 

“I really enjoy looking at a 
combination of east and west 
wellness models and would 
like to share some of the 
information that I’ve learned,” 
she said. 

While undergoing the 
western cancer treatments of 



radiation, chemotherapy and 
surgery, Rosenberg-Sattich 
also explored other more east- 
ern treatments, including the 
use of visualization, self-hyp- 
nosis, acupuncture and mas- 
sages. From her personal 
experience, Rosenberg-Sat- 
tich believes the eastern treat- 
ments complemented the 
western treatments and helped 
her as a patient to the point 
that “I had a really amazing, 
almost spontaneous remis- 
sion” in which the large breast 
tumor disappeared between a 
first and second chemothera- 
py session. In fact, the tumor 
was completely gone when 
doctors performed surgery to 
remove it. There were no can- 
cer cells or scar tissue where 
the tumor had been located. 

Blessedly cancer free, 
Rosenberg-Sattich can now 
look forward to the future, 
while also cherishing the sup- 
port and love she has been 
gifted by her parents, Jean and 
John Rosenberg. 

“One of the reasons that I 
really think I’ve been able to 
have such a great life and do 
the things I love is because of 
my parents,” Rosenberg-Sat- 
tich reflected. “They have 
always been the shining 
example of doing what one 
loves and loving life all the 
time. They are so good-heart- 
ed and they are an example of 
unconditional giving. Grow- 
ing up with them and seeing 
their example has been part of 
my fabric as a person and I’m 
so glad they are still here.”

4. Use private browsing 

Let’s stay on browsers for 

a moment. Did you know your 
browser records everything 
you do? 

It isn’t just your search his- 
tory, cookies and passwords, it 
saves images and code to a 
special cache for later use. 
Anyone who knows what 
they’re looking for can see 
what you’ve been up to. 

That’s why the latest ver- 
sion of every major browser 
has a privacy mode. This stops 
your browser from recording 
things. 

You can find private 
browsing mode in your brows- 
er’s menu options. In Chrome 
it’s called incognito mode. In 
most browsers, you can just 
use the shortcut Control + 
Shift + P. Again, Chrome is 
different, with Control + Shift 
+ N. 

Unfortunately, this doesn’t 
always stop the browser from 
creating a cache. To clear that 
out, you can poke around the 
browser’s options menu, or 
you can grab a third-party 
cleaner like CCleaner. 

5 . Take a screenshot 

Need to show something 

computer-related to a distant 
friend or family member? 
Want to capture an error code 
for tech support? A screenshot 
is the solution. 

As the name implies, it 
creates an image of your 
screen. And it isn’t hard to do. 

The easiest way to do this 
is with keyboard shortcuts. In 
Windows, just hit the Print 
Screen button the keyboard 
(sometimes this is abbreviated 
as Prnt Scrn or in other ways) . 
This saves the entire screen to 



the Windows clipboard. You 
can then paste it into an email 
or a graphics program. 

On a Mac, Command + 
Shift + 3 takes a screenshot of 
the entire screen and saves it 
to the desktop. Command + 
Shift + 4 does the same thing, 
but you can select what area of 
the screen is captured. 

Of course, sometimes you 
need a bit more control. Or 
perhaps you want to annotate 
the screenshot for the person 
receiving it. 

In Windows Vista and up, 
go to Start » All Programs 
» Accessories and select the 
Snipping Tool. Click the 
upside-down triangle next to 
the New button to select Rect- 
angular Snip. Then click and 
drag the red box over what 
you want to capture. 

This will save a file you 
can edit, or you can paste the 
image right into an email. For 
Windows XP, you can use a 
third-party tool like Green- 
shot. 

On a Mac, open Preview. 
Either go to Finder»All 
Applications»Preview or go 
to Spotlight, type in “Pre- 
view” and click the icon. 

Go to File»Take New 
Screenshot. Choose your 
screenshot type and go to 
town. You can add text, arrows 
and circles using the Edit 
Toolbar (View»Show Edit 
Toolbar). 

Once you’re done, save it 
as an image and send it. 

Feel smarter now? You 
should. You have the answers 
to common tech dilemmas.

Independent Auditor's Report 

Report on the Financial Statement 

We have audited the accompanying statement of revenues, expenditures, and excess fees - 
regulatory basis of the County Clerk of Lawrence County, Kentucky, for the year ended 
December 31, 2012, and the related notes to the financial statement.

Management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of this financial state- 
ment in accordance with financial reporting provisions prescribed or permitted by the laws of 
Kentucky to demonstrate copoliance with the Commonwealth of Kentucky's regulatory basis 
of accounting as described in Note 1. Management is also responsible for the design, imple- 
mentation, and maintenance of internal control relevant to the preparation and fair presenta- 
tion of a financial statement that is free from material misstatement, whether due to fraud or 
error. 

Auditor's Responsibility 

Our responsibility is to express an opinion on the financial statement based on our audit. We 
conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United 
States of America, the standards applicable to financial audits contained in Government 
Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit 
Guide for County Fee Officials issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of 
Kentucky. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable 
assurance about whether the financial statement is free of material misstatement. 

An audit involves performing procedures to obtain audit evidence about the amounts and 
disclosures in the financial statement. The procedures selected depend on the auditor's judg- 
ment, including the assessment of the risks of material misstatement of the financial state- 
ment, whether due to fraud or error.

accepted in the United States of America. 

The effects on the financial statement of the variances between the regulatory basis of account- 
ing described in Note 1 and accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of 
America, although not reasonably determinable, are presumed to be material. 

Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted Accounting Principles 

In our opinion, because of the significance of the matter discussed in the Basis for Adverse 
Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted Accounting Principles paragraph, the financial statement 
referred to above does not present fairly, in accordance with accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America, the financial position of each fund of the County 
Clerk, as of December 31, 2012, or changes in financial position or cash flows thereof for the 
year then ended. 

Opinion on Regulatory Basis of Accounting 

In our opinion, the financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material aspects, 
the revenues, expenditures, and excess fees of the County Clerk for the year ended December 
31, 2012, in accordance with the basis of accounting practices prescribed or permitted by the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky as described in Note 1. 

Other Reporting Required by Government Auditing Standards 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have also issued our report dated 
May 17, 2013 on our consideration of the Lawrence County Clerk's internal control over finan- 
cial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, 
contracts and grant agreements, and other matters. The purpose of that report is solely to 
describe the scope of our testing of internal control over financial reporting and compliance 
and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the effectiveness of the 
Lawrence County Clerk's internal control over financial reporting or compliance. This report 
is an integral part of an audit performed in accordance with Government Auditing Standards 
in considering the entity's internal control over financial reporting and compliance.
